Financing the cost of public edu- 


headline treatment in the immedi- 
ate future while the Legislature 
tackles the subject. 

Nub of the problem is that local 
| agah tax payers in recent years 

ave been picking up an ever 
greater percentage of the cost of 
public schools. In a conversation 
sense the theme has long been ac- 
cepted that local property tax pay- 
ers should pay 50 per cent of 
school costs and state taxpayers 
should pay the remaining 50 per 
cent. As a practical matter prop- 
erty tax payers always have car- 
ried a heavier load. At the mo- 
ment, the state is paying less than 
40.per cent of school costs. 


The California Teachers Associ- 
ation proposes that the state in- 
crease its contribution to school 
costs by about $115 million. 

In his inaugural message, Gov- 
ernor Brown a few weeks ago 
stated flatly that “too many tax- 
Payers in too many districts now 
bear a disproportionate burden of 
school costs.” The Governor said 
he would ask “substantial” new 
allocations for education. 

He then went on to comment: 

“Our present structure of taxa-

levels is based on relationships de-

ask the Legislature to join with 
me in establishing a joint Tax 
ommission to undertake a com- 
prehensive review of our entire 
tax structure and to recommend 
reforms and revisions which will 
adjust it to a new era of California 
history.” 

The Governor’s point, of course, 
is that the last major tax revision 
in California was the enactment 
of the Riley-Stewart Plan which 
instituted the sales tax and laid 
the foundation for massive state 
support of public education. The 
question is whether a new or re- 
vised system is indicated. 

In this vein, Francis Carr, tax 
manager of the Pacific Gas & 
Electric Company, in a recent ad- 
dress on the subject of school fi- 
nance, gave significant strong sup- 
port to the proposition that a 
major overhaul in the tax struc- 
ture should be given considera- 
tion. 

Significantly, too, Senator 
George Miller, Jr., of Contra Costa 
County, chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee which will 
consider the budget, indicates dis- 
satisfaction with present financing 
methods. 

The story, then, behind the 
headlines while the Legislature 
considers the problem of increas- 
ing state aid to schools is not 
merely the question of increasing 
state school support, but whether 
there will be a brand new look at 
the tax structure.
